Upon surveying the habitat of our specimens, we uncovered 
some fascinating areas of interest in the historical aspects of the 
institution. In order to fully comprehend the present state of 
Pratt's habitat, we must explore the historical elements that 
are the foundations of life at the Pratt we find today. 


CHARLES PRATT 

The habitat occupied by our subjects 

was envisioned and created by wealthy 
industrialist and pioneer of the United 
States petroleum industry, Charles Pratt. 
A partner in John D. Rockefeller’s Standard 
Oil company, he later established Astral 
Oil Works, which was later absorbed by 
Standard in 1874. It was through oil that 





Pratt made his fortune, but it was not his 
only business venture in the Brooklyn area. 
Pratt owned an oil refinery in North 
Williamsburg (an area recently in the 
news after the discovery of oil leaking 
from underground storage containers 


owned by the Exxon Mobil Company,

which purchased the site from the Pratt 
family) and in 1887 the Self Winding 
Clock Company, whose headquarters once 
stood where Willoughby Hall is currently 
located. 

Charles Pratt had business in mind 
when he founded the Institute itself. He 
had the buildings on the original campus 
constructed in a manner known as “mill 
construction,” which is a general means 
of constructing factories and work spaces 
at the time. This was done to ensure that 
if the Institute were to fail, he could sell 
the property. Pratt was the richest man 
in Brooklyn when he died in 1891. His 
descendents ran Pratt Institute until 
1953. After nineteen years without a 
Pratt in office, Richardson Pratt, Jr., the 
great-grandson of Charles Pratt, became 
the final member of the family to oversee 
the school from 1972 until 1990. 


TRAINS AND TUNNELS 

Another yet-to-be-resolved subject of

beneath the campus itself. This rumor has 


basis in fact and is actually two mysteries 
combined into one. There was, in reality, 
a subway line that ran through campus, 

but not underground. It was a branch of 


the modern day L train that ran down the 
once-public Grand Avenue, a present-day 


central pedestrian route through campus. 
The stations for these trains were 
located on Myrtle and DeKalb Avenues. 
Historically, this train line was not pow- 
ered electrically with a third rail, but was 
steam-powered. The train itself repre- 
sented the easternmost border of Pratt’s 
territory (this being prior to the annexa- 
tion of both Steuben and Pratt Studios 
which were being used as shoe facto- 


ries.) The other half of this mystery is 


solved upon the discovery of underground 


tunnels that lead to and from specific 
locations on campus. The first leads from 
Main Building to a 
location in the library 
basement. The other 
leads from the engine 
room to the Machin- 
ery Building. These 
tunnels, rumored to 
have been planned 

for pedestrian use, are 
used for the functional 
purpose of housing 
wires and pipes to give 
power and heat to the 


peripheral buildings. 


THE POOL 

The swimming pool, a subject of much 
dispute and shrouded mysteries involving 
death, was built around the turn of the 
century. It is located next to the Stu-

dent Union which, in the first half of the 
20th century, was a basketball court and 
dual-level gym. The pool was in full use 
until its 1973 closure due to mechanical 
issues. It is still equipped with a pump 
constructed in the late 19th century. 

A new pool was surveyed for 
construction prior to the completion of 
the Activity Resource Center in the late 
1970’s. It was originally planned to be 
constructed where Cannoneer Court is 
presently located. The area was previ- 
ously a baseball field in the first half of 
the 20th century. Such plans were never 


carried out. 


PRATT CATS 

Upon first entering Pratt, our team was 
surprised to find many cats roaming free 
throughout the campus; on the lawns, 
in the engine room, and as we found

through interviews with students, even 
in classrooms. The cats were raised 

and cared for by the Chief Engineer 

of Pratt, Conrad Milster. Milster, who 
first came into service at Pratt in 1958,

The pervasive presence 
of these cats serves two purposes. The first, 
Milster explains, is that the animals tend to 
the emotional needs of the students who 
enjoy their company and often miss having 
pets around as they may have before coming 
to Pratt. The other, and far more practical 
reason is the purpose of rodent control. 


FINE ARTS NEAR DEATH EXPERIENCE 


In 1988 the Fine Arts department was in 
a major decline. Classes were cancelled, 
professors were fired without warning, 
and all of these problems seemed to be 
caused by the new chair at the time, 

Mel Alexenberg. He fired senior project 
teachers and taught all classes by himself, 
requiring his own book to be purchased 
by all of the students. In an open letter 
in the December 1988 Prattler, students 
wrote, “If you came to Pratt to embellish 
your resume Professor Alexenberg, if we 
are just a stepping-stone for you, then 
step now for your stone rests on unstable 
ground. Resign now.” 


DEBBIE DOES DALLAS 

It is well known amongst Pratt students 
that several scenes from the 1978 film 
“Debbie Does Dallas”, the infamous 
cinema classic that brought hard-core 
pornography into the mainstream, were 
filmed in the stacks of the Pratt library, 
the sculpture garden, and in the locker 
room showers of the ARC. Though our 
efforts to contact a cast or crew member to 
gain insight into the story were fruitless, 
we did find several corroborating stories 
that shed some light on the making of this 


important film. 


It seems that producers on the film 
did in fact get permission to film scenes 
at Pratt, but under the guise that it was 
not a pornographic film. It is also likely 
that they filmed during a school holiday 
so that few people were present at any 
of the facilities. Paul Schlotthauer of 
the Pratt library archives agrees with 
this story, telling us that the Institution 
only discovered the true topic of the 
film once it had already been released 
and was thus too late.
